WILMINGTON TOWN MEETING MONDAY 


Finance Committee hearing 
had many arguments 


Attorney John Callan, the Town Moderator of Wilmington, may have arrived at 
an answer on what to do about the General and Neighborhood Business zoning 
along Main Street, in Wilmington. 

‘The Wilmington Planning Board is proposing stricter zoning regulations, with 
ey, parcels of land cannot conform, and the proposals are being 
resisted. 

Callan proposes that there be a type of zoning to take care of those business lots 
along Main Street, to be called Central Zoning. In this way, he said Monday 
night, the Planning Board can pursue its studies for a stricter zoning for new 
business lots, without forcing the older lots into a non-conforming status. The 
discussions took place Monday night, during the Wilmington Finance Committee 
hearings. 

‘The Planning Board discussions, which were vociferously argued, were not the 
only time takers during the 3% hour public hearing, which ended after 11 pm. 
There was a lot of discussion about the Alderwood Estates in East Wilmington, 
and of the old Harnden Tavern, both of which are proposed for eminent domain 
takings. Each article in the special town meeting of next Monday was discussed -

$201 Tewksbury tax rate predicted 


i committee Chairman 
Norman 0. Boudreau has 
predicted Tewksbury's tax rate 
will be at least $201, not counting 
increases needed to pay for any 
authorizations made by the June 25 
special town meeting. 

Boudreau told his committee 
June 20 that his estimate was part- 
ly based on a $33 million tax base 
for 1973, based on 1972's figure of 
$31.7 million, and authorizations 
made by the March town meeting 

Other factors in his estimate, 


his own hope water 
receipts and other sources of funds 
for the town wouldn't be below 
those of 1972. 
Boudreau said he couldn't 
town assessors would set 
the tax rate before the Juge 25 


If the final tax rate does take the 


special town meeting's ap- 
propriations into ‘consideration, 
and the town meeting approves ar- 
ticles backed by the finance com- 
mittee, the tax rate should jump 
another $5. A dollar on the tax 
rate, based on 1972 assessments, 
would $33,000 in expen- 
ditures. That five dollar estimate 
is also based on 1972 assessments, 
which won't be in effect for the 
coming year. Reassessment of the 
town is complete, and the tax rate 


set by the assessors will reflect 
new valuations. 

‘An estimate taxes would jump, 
from 1972's $176 tax rate to $206 in 
1973, based on 1972's assessments, 
does give an idea of the degree of a

tax hike on a general level. With 
reassessment, individual bills 
might vary greatly from those of 
1972, reflecting increased or 
decreased valuations for homes 
and businesses.

Article 3 in the warrant would 
authorize $980,000 for a fully 
equipped water treatment plant, 
and $510,000 to develop new wells 
and lay new mains. The water 
commission has stated the im- 
provements are needed to keep 
pace with the town’s growing pop- 
ulation. 

Federal funds included 

‘The committee voted 5 -2 to sup- 
port the article, and to authorize 
$200,000 in federal revenue sharing 
funds be used immediately for the 
treatment plant. Most remaining 
costs of the plant and other water 
improvements would be paid for 
with bond issues. 

Committeemen Lyle Wynans 
and John Budrewicz were opposed 
to the ‘action. They questioned 
whether the plan wasn’t a short- 
term solution that would cost the 
town more in the long run. 

Chairman Norman 0. Boudreau 
said the principal and interest on 
the original bond issues would 
have cost the town $163,000 in the 
first year. Using the federal funds 
to cut one bond issue, however, 
would reduce the total first year's 
cost of the issues to $151,000. 


Article 9 on the warrant asks 
voters to support legislation to 
allow the state Department of 
Public Health (DPH) to give the 
town 90 acres of state hospital land 
for a high school site in return for 
free solid waste disposal services. 

DPH cause of request 

Permissive legislation was ap- 
proved in 1972 to allow the DPH to 
give the land to the town if it chose 
to. Since then the DPH hasn't 
given the land to the town, and has 

new legislation. 

‘The new legislation would repeal 
the 1972 action, and would replace 
it with permission to make a new 
agreement, ‘The new agreement 
would give the town the land, but 
only if the town provided the state 
hospital free use of solid waste dis- 
posal facilities within the town 
forever 

Committeemen opposed suppor- 
ting the DPH’s bill for three 
reasons. They believed if the 1973 
action isn’t approved by the 
legislature, pressure can be 
brought on state officials to make 
them give the town the land under 
the unrepealed 1972 legislation. 

Fear waste costs 

Other factors in the committee's

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The Aim of the 
League of Women Voters 


Only a few days ago the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives voted for a ques- 
tion on the 1974 ballot, whether or 
not the size of the House should be reduced 
from 240 to 160 members. 

This is widely regarded as a victory for 
the League of Women Voters. The voter, 
bulldozed as he has been by a high pressure 
propaganda machine, will probably vote to 
reduce the size of the house, and thereby be 
robbed of a part of his birthright. 

The ladies, by dint of hard work, have 
succeeded in convincing the people of this 
Commonwealth that the state should be 
changed. 

It will be a mistake, and the handwriting 
now seems to be on the wall for at least one 
more paper - a Boston paper which also 
seems to sense that things are wrong with 
the proposal of the ladies. The League of 
Women Voters in Massachusetts are com- 
mitted to the idea of pressure politics - the 
thing that any thinking citizen abhors. 

There is, if the reader will remember, 
safety in numbers. The ancient Athenian 
juries had 512 jurors because 257 was an 
awful large number of people for even a 
rich man to bribe. With 240 represen- 

tatives, instead of 160, the same safety fac- 
tor is in the interest of the people of 


Massachusetts, i.e. it will be more difficult 
for the lobbyists to do their work, ahd the 
average voter can feel more secure. 

But that is only a point, and not the most 
important one. 

More important is the representation of 
the voter. This can be better achieved by 
more people, not fewer. More represen- 
tatives can better respond to lots of factors 
that are important - ethnic questions, the 
needs of the communities, etc. 

From a standpoint of representation it is 
wrong to lump together a bunch of “‘subur- 
ban” communities with a ‘‘core city” 
‘Those communities are worthy of represen- 
tation, Their viewpoints are different from 
those of the core cities. 

The president of the League of Women 
Voters of Andover is an argument ini this 
case. She went into the state house and told 
the legislators that Andover deserved 
representation, and just shouldn't be a part 
of a greater Lawrence district. 

‘The lady is right. There should be 
representation for as many towns'and cities 
as possible, in Massachusetts. Power 
should not reside in the hands of a few 
politicians, from the core cities. 

‘That, unfortunately, is the aim of the 
League of Women Voters of Massachusetts.
